Why McCain’s right-wing judicial pledge would further 
compromise America’s future

surprise that the economy has replaced 
the disastrous war Iraq the issue with 
which voters are most concerned. Taken 
together, the two are quite literally issues 
of life and death. But as understandably 
preoccupied the nation with the cur- 
rent sorry state of affairs at home and 
abroad, voters should not lose sight of the 
fact that while the next president con- 
fronts the crises the moment with one 
hand, she will craft the future with 
the other. 

Judicial appointments are among 
president’s most effective tools for shap- 
ing the social, political, and economic 
future this nation. The dozens trial 
and appellate judges a president names will 
determine the quality justice, referee ap- 
pointed and elected officials, and regulate 
the intricacies of our vast corporate culture. 

The most important appointments, 
course, are those to the Supreme Court. It 
risky business predicting how many 
vacancies might occur on the Court over 
the next four years. But putting larger is- 
sues of fate aside, it is likely that the next 
president will make one maybe two ap- 
pointments, fill the seats Republican 
justice John Paul Stevens, who is 88 years 
old, and Democratic justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsberg, who is 75. 

Putative Republican presidential nomi- 
nee John McCain’s recent speech Wake 
Forest University which pledged 
to extend the legacy of President George 
Bush continuing appoint radical, 
right-wing judges should come sur- 
prise even casual political observers, par- 
ticularly as he continues to pander to the 
hard-core conservatives his party whose 
contributions and votes must garner 
have any chance winning November. 

Despite highly publicized 
maverick moments, he is at his core a 


ruby-red Republican. Like Bush, McCain 
values the economic supremacy of the 

few over the many, and is dedicated to the 
proposition that the power and preroga- 
tives of the presidency are more important 
than the civil liberties of the citizenry. Any 
Democrat disenchanted with the hard- 
fought primary season would well 
remember this. 

While we admire Senator Hillary Clin- 
ton, the Phoenix has a clearly stated prefer- 
ence for Senator Barack Obama. But 
painfully clear this newspaper that either 
the Democrats would name superior 
candidates the judiciary. McCain 
elected, Bush’s royalist economic policies 
and reactionary political and social vision 
will become even more entrenched than 
they are today. 

When it comes to evaluating former 
president Ronald Reagan's judicial record, 
Reagan comes off almost moderate 
compared with Bush. Both presidents’ ap- 
pointees are high-handed their disdain 
for precedent and contemptuous the 
Constitution as a safeguard for individual 
liberties threatened overreaching gov- 
ernment authority. But as bad as Reagan 
judges were and are such issues 
the death penalty and reproductive choice 
(to name just two), Bush’s are more ideo- 
logically fervent. McCain judges would re- 
enforce this tragic trend. 

Liberals and progressives have reason 
that McCain judges would complete 
the work so insidiously initiated by Rea- 
gan and Bush appointees and nullify Roe 
Wade, the 35-year-old Supreme Court deci- 
sion that guarantees women the right 
make choices about abortion. 

But there are grave reasons worry 
other fronts, as well. With the appoint- 
ments of Chief Justice John Roberts and 
Justice Samuel Alito, the Supreme Court 
clearly has tacked the right.

against the more liberal and moderate 
justices, there is disturbing trend. When 
consumer interests the interests 
small business are pitted against corporate 
interests, big corporations increasingly of- 
ten enjoy the advantage. 

Even the Court’s most liberal member, 
Ginsberg, would hardly qualify eco- 
nomic populist the standards years 
ago. And the usually admirable Justice 
Stephen Breyer is steeped in an efficient 
market approach the law that, while 
intellectually coherent, often favors the 
power markets and other impersonal 
forces over the needs individuals and 
small groups. 

That Ginsberg and Breyer were both 
appointed President Bill Clinton dem- 
onstrates the degree which individuals 
are powerless the face the huge mul- 
tinational conglomerates that provide our 
gasoline, produce our food, and regulate 
the flow news and opinion through mo- 
nopoly media. strong the influence 
big business that even Democrats can’t 
escape it. 

As the nation awakens to the global 
threat long-lasting and even irrevers- 
ible environmental damage, the federal 
courts in general and the Supreme Court 
in particular will be key players in not only 
safeguarding constitutional rights and en- 
suring a modicum of economic justice and 
social opportunity. The courts will have 
mediate between corporate interests and 
planetary survival, well. Politics does 
not get more life and death than that. 

While Obama and Clinton offer wel- 
come possibility relief from the sort 
third Bush term that McCain promises, 
that not enough. Stopping the Reagan- 
Bush revolution is only a beginning. Who- 
ever the Democratic nominee is, she 
must pledge appoint judges who will 
change course; effect, repeal 
the years collective misrule that Rea- 
gan and Bush visited America.

SO, EXPECTED, HILLARY 
CLINTON AND BARACK OBAMA 
HAVE SPLIT THE INDIANA AND 


North Carolina primaries, sending the race 
stumbling along West Virginia (where 
Clinton should win decisively) this Tuesday, 
and then beyond. But the big story the 
campaign continues to be the whole Rever- 
end Wright affair, which has undoubtedly 
damaged the Obama effort, despite his im- 
pressive showing Tuesday night. 

The crucial question whether the 
damage temporary permanent. And 
one helpful precedent for Obama comes 
from incident years ago that you 
hear the Clinton campaign mention- 
ing all: the Gennifer Flowers episode. 

For those with short memories, Flowers 
was the Wright of the '92 campaign. She 
burst on the scene in the period before 
the New Hampshire primary, holding a 
press conference and asserting that she 
had had long-running affair with then- 
governor Bill Clinton Little Rock. Most 
pundits concluded that the damage the 
Clinton campaign was close terminal. 
(Disclosure: I was one of them.) 

The fallout from the “affair” was 
enough send Clinton tumbling out 
first place the run-up New 
Hampshire, and Paul Tsongas won the 
Granite State primary. But in the months 
ahead, though Flowers.resurfaced occa- 
sionally, the story faded and Clinton went 
on to win the Oval Office (and, not coinci- 
dentally, face future Flowers-like contro- 
during his presidency). 

Obviously, there are huge differences 
between sex scandal and one involv- 
ing what your preacher happens say 
church. And there are enormous dis- 
tinctions that can made between 2008 
and 1992. In '92, a three-way race enabled 
Clinton become president while winning 
only 43 percent of the vote. Furthermore, 
there’s now huge cable and Internet uni- 
verse that relentlessly fans the flames 
every controversy. Still, the key for Obama 
whether the Wright episode will follow 
the same course the Flowers one did 
the run-up November. 


SLICED TWO WAYS 

The election mere six months from 
now, but six months in politics constitutes 
the proverbial eternity which good 
news for Obama. Plus, the “Feiler faster” 
thesis, popularized Slate columnist 
Mickey Kaus, holds that stories burn them- 
selves out far faster the Internet age. 

But there are two worrisome aspects 
this episode that have the potential con- 
tinue spell trouble for Obama. The first, 
course, Wright himself. There may 
more tapes incendiary sermons; may 
make more appearances. his Detroit 
speech, Wright mentioned that he’s work- 
ing book that, his words, “will 


out later this year.” If it’s before the elec- 
tion (and if he wants to sell any copies, it 
will be — most likely in October), he wil!

Also troubling for the Obama camp, 
there are many more ways keep story 
like this alive than there were with the 
Clinton episode. Ultimately, there were 
only few people that the media could 
for Flowers stories: the candidate 
(no luck there), Flowers herself (old 
news), and maybe a state trooper or two 
who could have indirectly witnessed 
something.

(hyped on the front page!) cited cases in 
which House legislation had benefited 
personal friends of DiMasi, every example 
the paper mentioned had already been 
reported the Clobe. 

The problem simple: because the 
Herald has bare-bones news staff and 
because the Clobe’s reporters are far better 
than Herald loyalists tend to admit — the 
Herald's victories (e.g., State House reporter 
Casey Ross revealing that Democratic 
representative Charles Murphy cast seven 
votes from the Virgin Islands), are des- 
tined the exception, not the rule. 

But on one key battleground — the 
sports pages — the playing field is nearly 
level. The Globe currently has 20 sports- 
writers, a number that inclu des colum- 
nists and reporters. The Herald has 14,

Violins dither in the background. We learn 
that evolutionary biology is responsible for 
eugenics, abortion, and Nazism. The cosmos 
gapes coldly, through sprinklings infanti- 
cide. Rationality goes poof! It’s like listening to 
a Butthole Surfers album at half-speed. 

you can see Expelled without paying for 
it, recommend that you do. It is, of course, 
propaganda — slickly, cunningly, even wit- 
tily made, but with the unmistakable reek of 
begged questions and snuffed ideas. Hitler, for 
example, inasmuch owed anything 
anyone, seems to have been quite as indebted 
to Martin Luther as he was to Charles Darwin. 
More to the point, ID has been rejected or 
“censored” by the scientific establishment not 
because it implies God, but because it isn’t science 
(see below).

SOOO DARWINIAN 


Charles Darwin studied theology 
at England's Cambridge Univer- 
sity, with the intention of becom- 
ing an Anglican minister. By the 
end of his life, having anatornized 
some of the cruelest processes in 
the natural world, in addition to 
suffering the death of his daugh- 
ter Annie, he was a non-believer. 
A tale circulated by a woman 
calling herself “Lady Hope” — in 
which she herself, by his side in 
his dying days, witnessed his re- 
cantation of evolutionary theory 
and re-conversion to Christian- 
ity — proved to be apocryphal. 
Despite this, it still has some cur- 
rency in certain creationist circles. 


This is Greg Graffin unplugged: the Bad Reli- 
gion frontman is here at the invitation of the 
Humanist Chaplaincy at Harvard, which is 
giving him its 2008 Award for Outstanding 
Lifetime Achievement Cultural Humanism 
(this past year’s winner: Salman Rushdie), and 
between the acceptance speech and the Q&A, 
he’s treating song two. Graffin be- 
ing celebrated for the music Bad Religion, 
and for. . . wait asecond. Cultural humanism? 

“I'll give you humanism in 25 words,” says 
Greg Epstein, Harvard’s energetic human- 
ist chaplain. It’s the week before the award 
ceremony, and we’re in his office in the base- 
ment Memorial Church. Organ music 
floats down — a touch of celestial irony 
regularly remarked upon, apparently, by 
visitors. “Humanism,” he says slowly and 
emphatically, “is progressive life stance 
that, without supernaturalism, affirms our 
ability, and our responsibility, to lead ethical 
lives personal fulfillment aspiring the 
greater good of humanity.” And why give an 
award Graffin? “Because Bad Religion,”

FLOOD INSURANCE 
Richard Dawkins, that well-known moder- 
ate, has opined that creationists disbe- 
lievers in evolution, that is — are “wicked, 
stupid, insane.” What does Karl Gib- 
erson think? professor physics 
Quincy’s Eastern Nazarene College, and 
his new book Saving Darwin: How Bea Christian 
and Believe in Evolution will be published in June 
HarperCollins. meet his office, 
a quiet and sunny South Shore morning. “I 
would describe creationists thoughtful, not 
well-informed, and...” He vanishes briefly 
into his silver mustache. “Nice. They're very 
nice, on the whole. Friendly, civic-minded, 
solid neighbors, all of that. Good people. 
Which is not to say that Richard Dawkins 
isn't a good person. If he moved in next door 
to me, I'd look forward to having some very 
interesting discussions with him. But the 
majority of creationists do not want to become 
culture warriors. They just want to believe in 
God and not have some egghead from Oxford 
University telling them that they can't.” 
Ciberson is an ex-creationist him- 
self — part of what makes Saving Darwin's 
account of the evolution wars so compelling 
that its author has experienced them, 
it were, within the formations of his own 
brain. Raised a fundamentalist Christian 
in Maritime Canada, Ciberson arrived in 
Boston as a student in 1975, fully intend- 
ing make career scientific creation- 
ism. Reality, however, had other plans: 
mainstream science and contemporary 
biblical scholarship did their pincer-move 
on Giberson’s head, and under this alien 
pressure “evolved rapidly” (as writes) 
“from the simple intellectual life-form 
called Homo fundamentalis to something more 
complex, the process passing rapidly 
through the various intermediate forms 
that emerged in the decades since Darwin.” 
Creationism, the most rustically vigor- 
ous of these intermediate forms, was kick- 
started in 1961 by the publication of Henry 
M. Morris and John C. Whitcomb’s best- 
selling The Genesis Flood: The Biblical Record and 
Its Scientific Implications. Fundamentalists had 
been stoutly denying Darwin for more than 
100 years, but until The Genesis Flood they 
had no science of their own, so to speak. 
Now Morris, a Southern Baptist with a PhD 
hydraulic engineering, gifted them the 
beautiful “vapor-canopy hypothesis” (in 
which misty cupolas steam shielded the 
Earth from radiation before condensing, at 
Cod’s command, into the downpours of the 
Flood) and some sensational photographs 
(later disowned by him) of human and dino- 
saur footprints together Texas riverbed. 
It's a very American thing, creationism, 
combining at a stroke an Old Testament 
mindset with a distinctive and touching 
faith novelty. Think Steve Martin The 
Jerk, sending back the vintage bottles: “Bring 
us some fresh wine! The freshest you've got — 
this year! more this old stuff.” Not for 
the creationist the shabby, long-suffering 
Earth of conventional geology, the scorched 
and pockmarked planet with its billion- 
year crawl of radioactive decay; he wants 
young Earth, 10,000 6000 years young, 
fossil-free, bounced into being the snap 
fingers and then the first sign 
age hosed off with the Flood. 
The Genesis Flood spawned creationist 
journals and creationist research insti- 
tutes, but despite the fact that Morris, in

Giberson’s words, “could hardly have been 
more qualified to work on flood geology if 
he had been Noah’s first mate,” creation- 
ism got respect from the scientific 
community. Attempts to maneuver its 
Biblically inspired flood geology into the 
classroom were laughed away. It was time 
for something little less homespun: 
was time for intelligent design. 

ID, as defined by its leading advocate, 
Dr. Stephen C. Meyer of Seattle’s Discovery 
Institute, “holds that there are telltale 
features living systems and the universe 
that are best explained designing 
intelligence.” the heart the 
notion “irreducible complexity” the 
proposition that there are certain struc- 
tures in nature (the structure of the cell, 
for instance) that are simply too marvel- 
ously intricate have been created 
natural selection. Ergo: design. Ergo: God. 
“Well, the intelligent-design people would 
challenge that,” says “They 
would say, ‘It’s not religious. don’t 
specify the origin the design, just 
say that there is design.’ But it’s a strange 
coincidence that basically every single per- 
son the intelligent-design movement 
a conservative evangelical.” 

And it’s strange God they have, 
too. He’s theological curiosity: 
Omnipotence reduced to a state of vagran- 
cy, riding like boxcar bum the spaces 
left untenanted by Reason. This is the 
problem with being advocate intel- 
ligent design. Christian, com- 
mitted to the belief that God is active in 
His creation, always and everywhere. As 
an IDer, on the other hand, you're obliged 
exile Him its semi-explicable fringes. 
Bad religion, indeed. But hey, that’s poli- 
tics. Whatever takes get the Almighty 
into the science curriculum. “The primary 
difference between ID and creationism,” 
says Giberson, “is that aggressively 
political, even the point where they don’t 
want articulate exactly what they think, 
because some them think the Earth 
10,000 years old, some them think it’s 
billion years old, and they all want kind 
pretend they’re part the same move- 
ment. But that movement ever did get 
control of science in the public schools, they 
would have quarrel and separate that 
point, and go at each other.” 

however, will not dismiss 
the out hand. “Scientifically, 
there’s really been movement intel- 
ligent design since the century,” 
says. mean, science, ends there. 
But not say that played 
very positive role highlighting certain 
things that think are important talk 
about. Darwinism taught the public 
schools the same way that Newtonian 
mechanics taught: tidy and com- 
plete theory where everything fits.

“Now Satan (or Lucifer) going believe 
that God really the Creator,” wrote 
Henry Morris, author TheGenesis Flood, 
his 1989 book The Long War Against The 
Impact the Creation/Evolution Conflict

tion. That’s why have say that Satan was 
the first evolutionist. Evolutionists ridicule 
for saying that, but again, can think 


better explanation for how this world- 
wide, age-long lie came be, than through 
the father of liars, who is the devil.” 

But not all religious people feel that 
way. In fact, let’s be bold and say that most 
religious people resoundingly feel that 
way. Eugenie Scott, executive director 
the National Center for Science Education, 
points out Expelled, the “big secret” 
that mainstream Protestants and Catholics 
are “fine with evolution.” Pope Pius XII, in 
his 1950 encyclical Humani Generis, allowed 
that, while there can question 
the evolution souls— which are “imme- 
diately created by God” — the evolution 
bodies appears have been proved. And 
Chesterton himself noted years earlier 
that, “if evolution simply means that pos- 
itive thing called ape turned very slowly 
into positive thing called man, then 
is sting-less for the most orthodox; for a 
personal God might just well things 
slowly as quickly.” 

the problem? The problem 
that if you're Richard Dawkins, or William 
Provine, Greg Graffin, that isn’t what 
evolution means. Their evolution doesn’t 
allow God some straw-hatted and green- 
thumbed supervision the natural pro- 
cess goes right back the beginning, 
and erases Him. Maybe, when you get to the 
bones it, there “compatibilism” 
the evolution war — any more than there is 
“compatibilism” between couple blood- 
darkened Ultimate Fighters prowling the 
Octagon. Detoxify the rhetoric? might not 
possible: this particular argument, 
everyone lost their tempers years ago. 
Moderation? The meek shall inherit the 
Earth, but they rarely win the debate. 

Why not, instead, just let the thing 
blow? Let rip. Let every voice roar. Much, 
everything perhaps, remains learned. 
And there’s nothing afraid evolved 
or specially created, we're already here. As the 
waggish husband told his wife, upon being 
asked how she was looking her new span- 
dex outfit: the worst behind you. 

True pluralism, course, not 
everybody’s interest.

thanks to sites such as Pitchfork (pitchfork- 


media.com), I Love Music (ilxor.com), and 
the blog aggregator The Hype Machine 
hypem.com) — so does alternative comedy 
owe much its recent ubiquity Internet- 
driven promulgation. 

The Web is a boon to audiences and 
comedians because its promise is threefold: 
it allows for the easy discovery of new tal- 
ent; it offers the opportunity to check out 
comedians’ acts via YouTube or iTunes 
samples before plunking down $15 to see 
them live or buy — albums; and it fos- 
ters the development fan communities, 
which can bond over outer affinities, and 
proselytize to others online. 


Take site like aspecialthing.com, 
which started as a Tenacious D message 
board but soon morphed into an all- sagan e 
comedy free-for-all, a place for fans to com 
pare notes, hype new discoveries, root, rant, 
and recap. Oswalt has an 
account there, and since 
2004, he’s been engaging 
archived two separate 
Q&A threads — with the 
site’s members, answer- 

ing questions about the 
business and craft of 
comedy, the forebears he 
admires (Bob Newhart, 
Jonathan Winters), the 
works of H.P. Lovecraft, 
and the delights of five- 
dining. 

Then there are 
the podcasts, like the 
excellent The Sound of 
Young America (find it 
iTunes or, more 
recently, on Public Radio 
International), which 
offer in-depth and informative inter- 
views with comics all stripes: Chris 
Elliott, Michael Cera, the guys behind 
Aqua Teen Hunger Force, and cartoonist Tony 
Millionaire, to name just a few.

nfortunately, getting out 
prison doesn’t necessarily mark 
an end to a life of crime. A study 
released this past week the 
Urban Institute and the state’s 
Department Correction found that one 
Massachusetts prison inmates freed 
2002 returned prison within three 
years. This number may seem high, but 
compared with the national average of 
percent, appears the state’s correc- 
tion agency doing something correct. 
One those things might unusual 
job-training program that allows inmates 
serve the public while they serve their 
sentences. 

The 200-acre Northeastern Correctional 
Center (NECC) feels pastoral that pris- 
oners refer “Concord Farm.” The 
fences this minimum-security prison 
Route are there primarily keep 
the facility’s cattle, not its 266 inmates 
(who are, nevertheless expected to stay 
close). There are guard towers high 
brick walls like the ones surrounding the 
medium-security prison across the road 
(MCI Concord), and an open gate wel- 
comes cars follow rustic dirt path 
the center. Five days week, 
between 11:30 am and 12:30 pm, parades 
drivers make the trip for unique 
opportunity: three-course meal pre- 
pared and served by inmates. 

The tables four place settings 
each, set with metal forks and spoons 
but plastic knives the Fife and Drum 
restaurant are filled to capacity every day. 
Perhaps it’s the ample parking the rare 
chance for cell-phone-free meal secu- 
rity confiscates all electronics when you 


enter the prison — but chances are it's 
the price that keeps people coming back 
After filling meal here costs only 
$1.42 ($1.35 for the meal plus seven cents 
tax). This the only culinary-arts prison 
program in the United States that opens 


its doors to the public, and it functions 


just like any other restaurant (and who's 
to say normal restaurants aren't filled 
with convicts, anyway?). 
The program, created in 1983, is not 
just spot for intrepid and frugal diners, 
but often the last stop for inmates 
long journey out prison. When pris- 
oners are convicted, their placement in 
prison (whether it be a minimum, medi 
um, Or maximum facility) is based on a 
points system. Depending on the crime 
and behavior, inmates gain lose points 
and can be transferred to various sites. 
this game penitentiary golf, low 
score will eventually lead you to a facil- 
ity like NECC, where about 90 percent of 


: inmates are released within four years. 


Paul Ruane, the superintendent of 
NECC, believes that initiatives similar to 
the Fife project can help keep the 
recidivism rate relatively low. 

Participants the program, says 
Ruane, leave prison with “a certificate in 
their hands, and now they don’t have to 
start their job as a dishwasher in the real 
world making just eight bucks an hour. 
They can usually start mid-level. If you 
have a good-paying job, you are now least 
likely to re-offend.”

The dining room Fife has the sterile feel 
upscale hospital cafeteria with dark 
side, as if Nurse Ratched would take her 
lunch break here. Uniformed correctional 
officers chat with white-clad and tattooed 
servers, while diners, many senior citi- 
zens on fixed incomes, scour the menu.

Instead, din- 
ers are expected put their trust some 
beefy prisoners, as though risking life and 
limb with each request for starter salad. 
Regular customers seem to get over that; a 
frail-looking elderly woman doesn’t hesi- 
tate remind her server who, for all 
she knows, could finishing murder 
sentence that still waiting for 
glass water.

For Ruane, the restaurant is the jewel 
of the prison. Listening to the superin- 
tendent talk about the program like 
listening to the warden from Cool Hand Luke 
happy pills. 

“The program really about break- 
ing down the whole tough-guy criminal 
image,” “But this happens when 
they wait people, and the inmates start 
forming bonds with the patrons. There 
was one older guy who used come 
on a regular basis, and an inmate used 
would look out for him, and when 
didn’t come in, he would actually worry 
about him. He liked this old guy so much 
that on his birthday he made a little cake 
for him.” 

I was incredulous that anyone would 
really go through the hard-boiled-criminal- 
to-baker metamorphosis. But then I met 
Idris Forde, a man now less interested in 
crime and more kitchen 

“The people who come eat here, 
and the people who work here, together 
it’s kind of like a family,” says Forde, 
who works one the Fife’s two bak- 
ers. “Everyone from the super to Eddie 
treats like are human. The facili- 
ties are good, they work us hard, but it’s 
rewarding, and hey, they even got us a 
waffle maker.” 

“Yeah, and the kitchen doesn’t just 
improve the quality of our lives,” King 
chimes in. “It’s good for everyone. The 
pig farm guy comes and takes away all 
the stuff that and the patrons 
eat.

Moral and ethical quibbles aside, society's 
objection queers amounts questior 
power. Mess around with the traditional 
family unit and the whole system could 
collapse. So gay cinema is by its very na- 
ture subversive, and the selection in the 
24th annual Boston Cay & Lesbian Film 
Festival is the first in a few years to capital- 
n that potential 

In some instances, the subversiveness 
comes in a conventional package, a popu 
lar genre that itself is subverted by the 
filmmaker. Dominique Cardona & Laurie 
Albert's FINN’S GIRL (2007; May 16 @ 8:15 
pm) looks first like above-average 
TV episode, a segment of Law e Order with 
more than the usual political content. A 
police detail has been assigned to protect 
Dr. Finn Jeffries (Brooke Johnson), head 
abortion clinic who’s been getting 
death threats from pro-life groups. And 
no wonder: not only does she kill the 
unborn, but she’s a lesbian who was mar- 
ried another woman and now raising 
11-year-old stepdaughter, Zelly (Maya 
Ritter), her own. Her partner recently 
died, but that’s not punishment enough 
for her transgressions, even in mild-man- 
nered Toronto, where unknown assailants 
take a pot shot at her as she drives home 
her motorcycle. 

There’s a lot going on in Finn's Girl, much 
pretty outrageous. The detective 
charge the unit assigned Finn also 
lesbian, there’s another element 
sexual intrigue. Zelly’s “dad” is an ambi- 
tious creep who has pushed Finn out 
her laboratory, where she was trying to 
develop revolutionary, non-hazardous fer- 
tility methods. He wants custody of Zelly 
— could he be behind the shootings? Zelly 
herself shoplifts porn from sex shops and 
smokes dope when her mom not 
around, which often. And this fam- 
ily-values nightmare unfolds, the film 
quietly undermines all one’s narrative ex- 
pectations. Girl well worth seeing, 
only for its refreshingly unsentimental 
attitude toward children.

The girls’ 
relationships fluctuate in their cruelty 
and tenderness, achieving kind lyri- 
cal triumph that’s all the more touching 
because their inescapable submission 
to the female roles to which society has 
consigned them. 

You can’t be much more subversive 
than the photographer who aroused the ire 
of Jesse Helms and the city of Cincinnati. 
Which makes James Crump’s BLACK, WHITE 
GREY: PORTRAIT SAM WAGSTAFF AND 
ROBERT MAPPLETHORPE (2007; May 
4:15 pm; May 15 @ 4:30 pm; May 17 @ noon; 
May 18 @ 10:30 am) all the more disap- 
pointing. curator and collector from 
the the Wagstaff presided 
over one the most convulsive periods 
America art history. As a gay man, he lived 


through an equally loaded era in sexual 
politics. Robert Mapplethorpe, age 26, en- 
tered the 51-year-old Wagstaff’s life, and 
together they transformed Mapplethorpe 
into the enfant terrible of the art scene. Was 
their relationship exploitative? Sado-mas- 
ochistic? Triumphant? answers here: 
Crump reduces his subject to a ho-hum 
documentary as monotoned as the title, 

repetitious blur talking heads (Patti 


Smith comes off boring!) and archival 
footage. It’s rewarding, however, for its 
generous helpings from Wagstaff’s stun- 
ning photography collection. 

Although these movies engage with 
their unconventional subject matter, they 
do so within the conventions of traditional 
genre — a cop movie, a teenage sex “com- 
edy,” a documentary.

If you've never been drawn 
to these accounts, it’s prob- 
ably because (like me) you 
inclined sympathize 
with people who embrace 
risks that seem downright 
foolhardy. The great strength 
of Storm over Everest, a Frontline 
documentary that debuts this 
Tuesday, May 13, at9 pm on 
WGBH (Channel 2), is that it 
makes this dismissiveness feel 
cynical and even unethical. 

That’s due in part to the 
film’s stunning cinematogra- 
phy.

Orleans — a transplanted Haitian 
from Jefferson Parish. But the sig- 
nals were mixed during the first of the 39th 
annual New Orleans Jazz & Heritage Festival’s 
two weekends (April 25-27 and May 1-4). At 
the chic bistro Herbsaint, our waiter, a trans- 
planted New Yorker lived the city for 
10 years, said he and his fiancée have been 
telling each other ever since Katrina, “We 
have to get out of here.” He’s studying to bea 
trauma nurse, she’s a graduate student in ed- 
ucation.

Convicted murderer Gary Gilmore’s 
last words were, “Let’s it!” The next 
sound was gunfire. 

Liverpool quartet Clinic’s new album 
called (Domino), but this disc has its 
own disturbing sonic agenda: throbbing fuzz 
guitars, odd-interval organ lines, chattering 
percussion, wheezing melodica, churning 
reeds, and club-footed beats blend into riv- 
eting 11-song case the jitters. 

Clinic have been the business pleas- 
ing with uneasiness since their beginning 
years ago, when the group first gathered 
around their musical hookah and toked 
deeply German art-rock stalwarts Can, 
early Pink Floyd, composer John Barry, and 
cognitive nihilist philosopher and musician 
Henry Flynt, then exhaled their self-released 
debut, IPC Subeditors Dictate Our Youth. Next, 
they put on the scrubs and surgical masks 
they'll wear when they play the Paradise 
this Friday and began chasing their muse 
across the world’s stages. 

What's as surprising as the odd juxta- 
position broke-dick acoustic Delta blues 
and Sgt. Pepper Technicolor they bring to a 
number like Dolt!’s “Tomorrow” is how con- 
sistent they've been over the years. The same 
mesmeric off-kilter rhythms that made IPC 
Subeditors and their 2002 masterpiece, Walk- 
ing with Thee (Domino), twitch also keep 
lurching to a different drummer. That would 
be Carl Turney, who specializes in the kind of 
lug-booted waltzes that have listeners breath- 
ing uncomfortably as they’re hypnotized. 

fact, all Clinic one big rhythm 
machine that eschews traditional solos, sing- 
ing, and lead lines for weave metronomic 
parts that mesh into fresh harmonic and 
melodic language with purposeful stut- 
ter.

and has some Berlioz’s most adventur- 
ous, powerful, and unbelievably gorgeous 
music. The act four sequence quintet, 
septet, and love duet non-stop musical or- 
gasm (which is what it’s supposed to repre- 
sent). In 1972, Sarah Caldwell presented the 
irst complete American staging. This was 
Boston's first chance to hear it since. 

James Levine has led Les Troyens numerous 
times; that includes two Metropolitan Opera 
productions, the last of which, in 2003, fea- 
tured the late Lorraine Hunt tow- 
ering Dido and Ben glorious Ae- 
neas. (Their love duet had some the most 
sublime singing I've ever heard.) But this 
BSO performance may have been even closer 
his heart. seems have solved all his 
problems with the orchestra, which was 
with him every inch of the way, “the way” 
encompassing some five hours music sep- 
arated dinner break. And John Oliver’s 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus outdid even 
itself precision, dramatic responsiveness, 


and passion. There were separate evenings 
devoted each part. But this complete per- 
formance was the one the true Berlioz lovers 
came to be overwhelmed by.

Renovation is also in the air at the Harvard University Art 
Museums, where acclaimed architect Renzo Piano has been 
given the task of designing a new and improved home for 
the Fogg, the Busch-Reisinger, and the Sackler under one 
roof (and a new umbrella name: the Harvard Art Museum) 
The Pritzker Prize-winning architect's schematic design for 
the project is on view in “RENZO PIANO’S ART MUSEUM 
FOR HARVARD,” which opens at the Fogg on May 18. The 
press release warns, “While not a representation of the final 
design, the exhibition presents an important milestone in 
design progress " This could continue to be a long pro 
cess. BTW, it was recently announced that Piano's design for 
expanding the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum has been 
approved by the Boston Redevelopment Authority. We'll see 
what gets built first!

to reflect a real turnover in 
terms of who the emerging dominant art- 
ists are, from the operatic metal ensemble 
Bang Camaro to vintage soulman Eli “Pa- 
perboy” Reed to synth-pop vets Freezepop, 
whose time apparently has arrived now 
that New Wave is new again. If you're 
looking for any sort order amid such 
wide-range of winners, well, good luck. 
The brave new digital world has done more 
to democratize the music business than 


even SoundScan man 


ed a decade anda 
half ago. In fact, if you think of SoundScan 
or factor that cha 
the top of the charts for a 

few years there, suddenly ushering in the 
alt-rock revolution, then the emergence of 
MP3 trading, digital releases, and sites like 
MySpace.com have had much the same ef- 
fect further down the line, especially at the 
local level, where bands and artists now 
have unprecedented access promotional 
tools. Add YouTube to the equation, and 
bands and artists are position deliver 
everything from music and merch videos 
the whole shebang, speak with- 
out spending the hundreds even tens 

thousands dollars that major labels 
habitually shell out. How else explain 
the wide range of styles represented by this 
year’s Best Music Poll winners? (Seriously, 
if anyone’s got a good theory, e-mail me: 
mashare@phx.com.) 

This year’s big winners, the retro 80s 
synth-pop trio Freezepop, are well-acquaint- 
with the various avenues self-promo- 
tion. They were just a little bit ahead of 
the neo-New Wave curve, and their playful 
approach synth-pop isn’t confronta- 
tional as electroclash or as overly serious as 
bands like the Bravery and the Killers. NYC’s 
Scissor Sisters are probably the closest kin 
Freezepop have anywhere close to what you 
might call mainstream. Freezepop, who 
won Best Local Act, Best Local Live Act, and, 
for 2007's Future Future Future Perfect (Rykodisc), 
Best Local Album, have been taking full ad- 
vantage opportunities like licensing songs 
to video games (including, yes, Guitar Hero II) 
and, of course, using the Internet to create 
network fans that now national, 
if not international. Freezepop present a 
persuasive business model for any aspiring 
band or artist unwilling to just wait around 
for some A&R scout to discover them. 

But Freezepop aren’t any more reflec- 
tion of where the Boston scene is headed 
today than they were three or four years 
ago. Which is not to say they don’t have 
New Wave company among this year’s win- 
ners. Because besting the up-and-coming 
indie bands Drug Rug and Tulsa (look for 
them next year’s poll), the Best New 
Act category are the synth-driven Passion 
Pit, the electro-soul brainchild song- 
writer Michael Angelakos. They’ve already 
got seven songs for sale (99 cents apiece) 
their MySpace site, self-released debut 
(Chunk of Change), and a second album due 
this year titled Pretty Penny. And Big Digits, 
this year’s Best Rap/Hip-Hop Act, may bea

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trio Beastie Boy-style prankster emcees, 
but instead going the route slick stu- 
dio productions, they seem have taken 
a page from the LCD Soundsystem book of 
retro synth sounds. And rather than big 
breakbeats, they rely cheesy drum 
chine grooves, instrumental loops, and a 
familiar sample two get their point 
across. The results are certainly closer to the 
new wave Freezepop than your typical 
Top 40 gangsta-rap production. 

But you didn’t have have synth and 
sampler to score votes in this year’s poll. 
Running neck and neck with Freezepop are 
another local band who just happen to have 
a song on Guitar Hero II, the monster-riff, gui- 
tar-(over)driven hard-rock sensation Bang 
Camaro. fact, Bang Camaro finished right 
behind Freezepop for Best Local Act and Best 
Local Live Act. And, aside from the fact that 
both have unique and appealing conceptual 
foundations, the two bands are polar op- 
posites. the one hand got fe- 
male-fronted, minimalist synth-pop trio, 
and the other muscular, metallic, 
over-the-top riff-rock outfit with choir 
vocalists. And those vocalists (they 
tend vary from gig gig, but most are 
recognizable from other bands around 
town) did manage win the Best Male 
Vocalist category the local side the 
slate. Sometime more really best. 

Representing the Boston contin- 
gent of the Amerindie nation, we’ve 
got Hallelujah the Hills, whose song 
“Hallelujah the Hills” won for Best 
Local Song, and whose debut album, 
Collective Psychosis Begone (Misra), came in 
close second under Freezepop for Best 
Local Album. So indie rock is alive and 
well in Boston. And in the case of HTH, 
it’s even better than that. As song titles 
like “It’s All Been Downhill Since the Talk- 
ies Started to Sing,” Hallelujah the Hills 
come from the Guided by Voices school 
smart, lo-fi pop spiked with almost 
many hooks as words. Singer-songwriter 
Ryan Walsh is right up there with Bright 
Eyed Conor Oberst and Decemberist Colin 
Meloy when it comes to winding com- 
plex narratives through a song (he came

THE BEGINNING THE BEST MUSIC POLL

years ago, the Ameri- 


can Top was nothing like 
Boston’s live music scene. 
Sure, Guns Roses, George 


Harrison, and Cheap Trick 
put songs the chart, but otherwise 
acts like Whitney Houston, Chicago, Poi- 
son, INXS, Rick Astley, Tiffany, and Billy 
Ocean ruled the nation’s soft-pop, dance 
music, and hair-metal-fixated tastes. 

Boston was, and pretty much re- 
mains, a guitar town, even if today 
more those guitars are held singer- 
songwriters than blood guts rock- 
ers. But within that six-string driven 
sensibility, there’s always been a little 
room for the quirky. Especially 
when the scent the punk revolution 
was still fresh and the shockwaves from 
creative firecrackers like the city’s own 
Mission Burma and frequent visitors 
bristled through the local 
music community. 

The scene wasn’t just tolerant. 
encouraged oddness. One the big win- 
ners the Phoenix/WFNX Best Music 
Poll’s first year, 1989 which reflected 
1988’s action — was Ed’s Redeeming 
Qualities, folky outfit that included 
portly man named Neno Perotta playing 
shaker made from coffee can. Some- 
times Perotta performed shirtless. al- 
ways sweated copiously stage. Despite 
this, the band took the Best Local Folk 
category and placed for Best New Artist. 

Another group featuring portly guy 
who sweated lot under the lights the 
Pixies, led by a singer who called himself 
Black Francis fared less well the ini- 
tial Best Music Poll. Like Ed’s, the Pixies 
placed the Best New Artist category, 
which was won the now woefully ob- 
scure Lemmings. And the Pixie’s second 
disc, Surfer Rosa AD), was runner-up 
the Best Local Record/Tape/CD catego- 
ry toa winning demo called Bang-a-lang 
Mike Viola and Snap. 

Well, the “snap” was the Best 
Music Poll and its voters, because Surfer 
Rosa became one the most influential 
albums of the ’80s. Today it’s widely con- 
sidered the foundation the post-punk 
scene’s more artistically and commercial- 
ambitious offshoot, alternative rock. 

When arrived, Surfer Rosa was rivet- 
ing and ramshackle, full evocative 
imagery and noisy outbursts. Many bud- 
ding artists, including Polly Jean Harvey, 
Kurt Cobain, Billy Corgan, and the mem- 
bers Radiohead and Catherine Wheel, 
heard its siren’s call and followed. 

But the truth is, the Pixies were still 
a terrible live band in 1988, barely able 
negotiate their instruments. Yet they 
were enlightened primitives, with bright 
ideas about sound and the structure and 
substance songs. And those qualities 


made Surfer Rosa and the Pixies remark- 
able not exactly popular. Even 
Boston’s tolerant musical cauldron they 
were oddballs without much follow- 
ing until 1992, when a chain of major-la- 
bel releases, airplay, and gigs with ac- 
cumulated to elevate them. A year later, 
they broke up. 

But back in 1986, the foursome were 
fresh-faced outfit making their first 
demo. Like plenty other Boston club 
producers Sean Slade and Paul 
Kolderie didn’t quite know what make 
the fledgling outfit. 

“We were still trying suss them 
out,” Slade said several years ago, re- 
calling the sessions. “We knew that al- 
though they were primitive musicians, 
they had something really interesting 
and personal happening. But when Black 
Francis began singing howling, really 
his lyrics about fire-and-brimstone 
Biblical stuff and insanity, our jaws just 
dropped. There was our makeshift 
vocal booth, and it was magical.” 

Slade and Kolderie have gone 
produce classic albums with Radiohead, 
Hole, the Mighty Mighty Bosstones, and 
many others. The so-called “Purple Tape” 
cassette demo the Pixies made with them 
became the basis for the group’s raw de- 
but Come Pilgrim 

1988, the Pixies had grown enough 
write and create their masterpiece, 
Surfer Rosa. This abrasive cornerstone 
alternative rock was released March. 
was knotty, noisy, and gnarled, with 
songs hinging God, blood lust, and 
high school gossip not all typical 


pop themes amid whirlwind 
jittery arrangements. 

The disc sounded alien even Bos- 
ton’s musical milieu. Garage rock was 
king then. Nonetheless, the Pixies were 
compatible with few other noisy in- 
novators town: their friends Throw- 
ing Muses and Thalia Zedek’s band Uzi. 
Their rumpled, angular sound seemed 
like an evolutionary step from predeces- 
sors like the Hub’s Mission of Burma, 
Cleveland’s Pere Ubu, and the bands 
New York City’s Wave scene, where 
Lydia Lunch’s Teenage Jesus the Jerks 
and Richard Hell and the Voidoids had 
the loft-space clubs Lower Man- 
hattan. What all those bands shared was 
interest surf music, the punk rock 
aesthetic, and passion for marking 
their own territory, no matter whose feet 
they wet. 

A half-decade later, Kurt Cobain would 
proclaim Surfer Rosa, with its caterwaul- 
ing take song form and its shifting dy- 
namics, the blueprint for Nirvana’s Nev- 
ermind — the album that made alternative 
rock mainstream. But the credit for the 
haunting aura the Surfer Rosa classics 
“Where Mind?,” with bassist Kim 
Deal’s soft wolf’s cry backing vocals float- 
ing over mix acoustic strumming 
and electric grind, and the sex-struck, 
voyeuristic with its ebbing 
and swelling guitars, belongs much 
producer Steve Albini the Pixies. 

Albini would make records 
with Nirvana, Shellac, P.J. Harvey, Cheap 
Trick, Superchunk, the Stooges, and even 
Jimmy Page and Robert Plant, but

was cantankerous prince the indie- 
rock world. Willfully lo-fi and sonically 
agitating, Albini’s blueprint was perfect 
match for the Pixies when they convened 
in Boston's Q Division studios for 10 days 
to make Surfer Rosa. 

Influential the album was, Surfer 
Rosa was far from a smash when it was 
released. It took 17 years — until the 
group reformed 2005 sell the half- 
million copies required for gold certifica- 
tion. And when the band teamed with 
Throwing Muses play post-release 
show at Boston’s Metro (later Avalon), it 
Sparsely attended. 

The Pixies managed rack ra- 
dio hits like “Monkey Gone to Heaven,” 
“Digging for Fire,” and “Debaser” before 
their collapse, reaching enough people 
to start a groundswell of support that 
continued after their demise. And death 
became them. Like Mission Burma, 
they found fame and financial rewards 
in an improbable 2004-05 comeback that 
climaxed on stage at the 2005 Newport 
Folk Festival, where the Pixies filmed a 
live DVD. 

But what Ed’s Redeeming Qualities? 
Was the faith 1989’s Best Music Poll’s vot- 
ers put Neno Perotta’s sweat-soaked 
coffee can and the group’s songs about 
road trips and lawn dart accidents en- 
tirely misplaced? 

Nope. 

fate had it, the histories the Pix- 
ies and Ed’s Redeeming Qualities became 
intertwined a few years later. Ed’s vio- 
linist, Carrie Bradley, went on to record 
with Kim Deal’s Pixies side project, the 
Breeders. And when the Pixies broke 
and the Breeders became Deal’s main 
band, the Breeders covered the Ed’s tune 
“Drivin’ on 9” on their 1993 breakthrough 
Last Splash (4 AD/Elektra). 

And there’s more. Although Ed’s Re- 
deeming Qualities disbanded in 1996, 
just this year a revamp of the Ed’s song 
“More Bad Times” appeared on These Are 
Good Times People the 
Presidents of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, another group with local ties. 

As if to prove this cycle of Boston band 
intersections and reunions could 
for another years, the Breeders resur- 
faced on April 8 with Mountain Battles (4 
AD), their first release since the Pixies’ 
comeback tour. 

Even Mike Viola’s still rocking out. 
the 90s, he formed the Candy Butchers, 
who played the Warped Tour. And this 
winter he was John C. Reilly’s guitarist in 
the band that toured behind the rock-and- 
roll satire Walk Hard: The Dewey Cox Story. 

It’s all proof that even Best Music 
Poll winners don’t always make rock- 
history like the Pixies, they

After years as perennial underdogs (or at least outsiders) in the generally guitar-heavy 
local scene, Freezepop finally appear getting their due, simply sticking their 
new-wave rayguns and writing playfully catchy tunes, which they released on their own 
Archenemy label until Ryko scooped them up last year. They've built a steady following 
both in the dance- and rock-club scenes and plus, to date, they’re the only guitar-less 
band featured the Guitar Hero video game. Most recently, the keytar-driven “Less 
Talk More Rokk” from 2007's Future Future Future Perfect (Rykodisc) made the cut for Guitar Hero 
Il, one of four video games for which the band has licensed songs. 

The brainchild of programmer/keyboardists Kasson Crooker (a/k/a Duke of Pannek- 
deker) and Sean Drinkwater (a/k/a the Other Sean T. Drinkwater), and frontwoman Jussi 
(stage name Liz Enthusiasm), Freezepop were way ahead the neo-new wave 
curve when they first starting messing around with the synth, and the right 
place with the right sound when Daft Punk and LCD Soundsystem started making sine 
waves. The trio have since expanded their instrumental palette include bunch more 
sophist synths and samplers (as well some real drums, samples 
thereof) on Future Future Future Perfect, which out-B-52s the reunited B-52’s

“Cycling all screwed now,” 
says. “You see adult bike, you fig- 
ure must have DUI. one rides 
bike street clothes normal shoes.

Vullo also laments the loss fenders 
and kickstands.

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name,” he says. Jose collects, buys, 
and sells vintage bikes on the side, 
sometimes owning 50 at a time, 
sometimes few 15. phone in- 
terview, tries sell this reporter 
Columbia bike from the late

excitedly. “Only $250.” 

Kaplan, who stores hundreds of 
bikes in a basement in Watertown, 
and others at his nearby antique store, 
Cosmo Funtiques, has his own ideal of 
a vintage bike. More than 20 years ago, 
he got interested in the 1959 Bowden 
Spacelander, of which only 522 models 
were ever made. 

“It’s the holy grail the bike world,” 
Kaplan says, his eyes lighting 
describes it. “It was streamlined, light- 
weight, and made fiberglass.” 

1988, Kaplan and partner ap- 
proached the Spacelander’s designer, 
Ben Bowden. They paid $5000 for the 
rights the design and then began 
producing exact replica the bike. 
Kaplan has made 180 Spacelanders, and 
make them fast enough fill the 
orders. 

Many vintage bicycle enthusiasts 
find their bikes swap meets, which 
are informal gatherings for the barter 
and sale bikes. Vin Vullo plans 
attend the next major Northeastern 
meet, which is in late August, in 
Bloomfield, Connecticut. 

“You can find bikes there from the 
late 1800s all the way up to the 1960s,” 
he says. “And the cool thing is, it spans 
three generations. There are hipsters 
and there are crusty old guys. But they 
all speak the same language.” 

Dave Stromberger, who sells vintage 
bikes and parts through his Web site 
nostalgic.net, has been known to travel 
all the way from Washington State, 
where based, swap meets 
Michigan find good bike. 

Cambridge Bicycle’s Durand says 
sometimes there need fur- 
ther then a garage or a basement.

Vullo is currently selling a 
1937 Westfield bike that was featured 
on PBS's Antiques Roadshow for $1200. 
Kaplan turned down $10,000 from a 
buyer for his 1934 Schwinn Streamline 
Aerocycle, produced in the first year 
balloon-tire bikes were made. 

Most collectors, though, no matter 
what the condition of the bike, follow 
one golden rule: leave the bike its 
original condition. “It’s okay add 
new parts,” Toppin says, “but you ruin 
a bike by doing anything else.” 

“Never ever paint a bike,” says Vullo. 
only original once. Scratches and 
Tust can be cleaned, but anything 
unique, like decals, you just don’t 
touch.” Vullo claims this rule applies 
even for bikes that are unrideable. 

For non-collectors, though, a vin- 
tage bike can be all about rideability, 
and that means full restoration. Lier 
says the Broadway Bicycle School focus- 
making every bicycle matter 
the age or condition — into a utilitarian 
vehicle. “If it can be fixed, it should 
be,” he says. 

Elton Pope-Lance, 54, who has

Durand says lot people also 
come into his store looking for bike 
they once owned. “They’re trying to re- 
capture what they had when they were 
younger,” he said. “Or they’re looking 
back past ideal.” 

Whether it’s for price, aesthetics, 
nostalgia, most bicycle enthusiasts 
agree interest in vintage bikes is on 
the rise. “Interest in vintage bikes is 
just now moving from the collectors to 
everyday people buying their own old, 
funky-looking bikes,” says Vullo. 

To Palimeri, it makes perfect sense. 
“First there was the trend the bike 
couriers in New York,” he notes. “And 
now, with the energy crisis and the 
the bulge, everyone’s riding 
bikes instead driving cars. It’s cool 
use bikes for recreation and transport 
again.

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LOCAL BIKE-MAPPING WEB SITES HELP RIDERS NAVIGATE 
TREACHEROUS TRAFFIC

iking in Boston is a venture 

rife with obstacles — my daily, 

2.4-mile commute between 
home in Cambridge and work near 
Fenway is proof of that. It’s like a 
video game, only with more dire 
consequences, in which you have to 
share the narrow street space with 
never-ending construction projects 
(ride on the sidewalk for one block, 
minus two points), honking trucks, 
and the 47 bus (pull over to let them 
pass, minus three points). Memo- 
rize the locations of many crater-size 
potholes near the BU Bridge, and 
exactly when to swerve left (plus 
four points). Avoid flying over the 
handlebars (Game Over!). 

These hindrances are moderately 
manageable on familiar routes, 
but visiting other parts of town is 
tricky, even for more experienced 
bikers. Google Maps and other In- 
ternet mapping programs lend di- 
rections, but even the No Highways 
option won't necessarily display the 
best biking paths. 

“It can put you on some scary routes,” 
says Andrew Conway, who bikes from 
Arlington to South Station for work every 
day, and writes cycling blog, andrew- 
“The pothole thing 
is diabolical at this time of year.” Conway 
typically uses Google Maps Andrew 
legendary Boston’s Bikemap (see 
page 8), which has been the go-to for 
area cyclists since 1978. His ideal map, he 
says, “would also tell you what the sur- 
face the road like.” 

With rising gas costs, as well as con- 
cerns about the environment, biking 
quickly becoming the most logical way 
to travel within Boston, not to mention 
that it’s fun and comparatively cheap- 
er than driving or taking public transpor- 
tation. So, what are the city’s ambitious 
bikers to do? Several Web sites, includ- 
ing MapMyRide (mapmyride.com), 
TheRightRide (therightride.org), Bikely 
(bikely.com), and the City Boston’s 
bike-committee-planned site (still in it’s 
planning stages) are seeking solve this 
problem providing online mapping 
programs specifically geared (no pun 
intended) toward bikers. 

“We talked to bikers in other cities, to 
see what’s been successful for them,” says 
Nicole Freedman, a former pro bike racer, 
the phone from her office City Hall. 
Freedman is the city’s “bike czar” — the 
unofficial title for Boston's Director of Bike 
Programs helming bike- 
mapping project. Freedman cites New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco, and especially Santa 
Clara, California, as role models for her 
project. She also consulted Rubel himself. 


“It’s been clear from the start that the more 
information and feedback we can get, the 
better,” says Freedman. 

the end this past summer, Freed- 
man began contacting members of vary- 
ing bike communities in Boston — from 
Bikes Not Bombs to Critical Mass — and 
asking them mark either paper 
maps via Google Maps the streets they 
typically bike and around Boston. 
Freedman was aiming gauge where 
people bike and why, order nar- 
row down which parts town her map 
would cover. So, she posted draft version 
of a bike map online, and asked cyclists to 
assess various roads, with high rating 
for those with less traffic, and possibly 
a bike lane, and a lower rating for those 
that are crowded or unsafe. 

Before she finishes the final version 
the map, most likely the fall, says 
Freedman, “We're going ride all the 
roads ourselves. get team riders 
to head out and talk about what our stan- 
dards are for rating roads, all 
the same page.” 

Rating roads for safety standards was 
a primary concern for Chris Braiotta (an 
occasional Phoenix contributor) when 
designed his Web site, TheRightRide, 
year ago. Braiotta, who's biked in Boston 
for more than 10 years, was concerned 
after Gordon Riker and Kelly Wallace, both 
young Boston bikers, died tragically 
fatal bicycle accidents within one month 
of each other in 2007. Spurred to action, 
built Web site packed with advice 
for biking specific areas Boston. 
depends almost entirely community 


input, combined with Maps. The 
site has been successful enough that bik- 
ers from Chicago and 10 other cities have 
contacted Braiotta and asked him to set 
similar sites for their locales. 

Any user TheRightRide can post 
red darts on the map, as indictors of bik- 
ing hazards, and make comments 
the safest routes, as well as alternative 
roads to the busiest — and most obvi- 
ous — ones. Additionally, users can rate 
each other’s posts and comments. Under 
entry posted the area, user 
writes, “Many pedestrians crossing the 
streets. They won't always obey the lights 
and may dart front you. Even the 
pedestrians following the rules, 
please blow through these red 
lights your bike the situation bad 
enough is.” 

Another entry, on the topic of the BU 
Bridge (my personal arch nemesis), sug- 
gests, “Be assertive. visible. Take the 
lane. Going either direction Comm 
Ave, use the 3rd lane from the left and 
hold straight line.” The rating system, 
says Braiotta, will help discard outdated 
disadvantageous comments. 

Bikely employs similar concept, 
that users can post suggested bike routes. 
And MapMyRide, an offshoot (based 
partly out Boston) the three-year- 
old MapMyRun Web site (mapmyrun. 
com), has comparable goals, but with less 
emphasis potholes and other city bik- 
ing snafus, and more on high-tech ways 
bike. Like MapMyRun, MapMyRide, 
which went online 2008, allows users 
map out bike routes, with indications 


a 


one-way roads and road elevation, and 
save them for future reference. sidebar 
displays written directions for whichever 
route mapped. Users can also down- 
load routes GPS trackers. Additionally, 
there’s community section with lists 
of cycling groups and events, message 
boards for bike-related discussions, and 
area submit feedback. 

“Our cycling users have requested the 
ability track the mileage their bike 
gear, so we have recently added a new 
Gear Tracker feature,” says Gisela Boland, 
head client services for the MapMy 
sites. “When a user enters their cycling 
activity for the day (e.g. five-mile com- 
mute work) via our Training Calendar, 
they can add that mileage any bike 
gear they might tracking. This in- 
cludes shocks, bike tires, bike wheels, 
chains, etcetera.” 

The inception these mapping pro- 
grams lends certain degree hope 
and relief for Boston’s weary bikers, but 


there’s still question whether they’re 


adequate make biking Boston and 
elsewhere safer enterprise. 

mainly use MapQuest,” says Kyle 
McEwen, a bike mechanic at Ski Market, 
tunes white mountain bike 
Thursday afternoon. McEwan com- 
mutes Boston from Dorchester daily. 
Nearby, Matt Evans, a sales associate 
who rides from South Boston, says 
primarily uses the drag-route function 
Google Maps. When asked what they 
look for ideal online bike map, both 
quickly agree that like map that 
includes updated information about road 
construction. “We get many people 
here with damages due construction,” 
says Evans, noting bike-shop locations 
would also helpful. “You could pop 
fix flat tire whatever.” 

“My biggest concern just watching 
out for crazy Boston drivers, which 
sad say amount bike-map-having 
will solve,” says Shane Jordan, who runs 
BostonBiker (bostonbiker.org), a hub for 
the Boston biking community, and bikes 
daily between Dorchester and the Finan- 
cial District. Still, Jordan utilizes online 
bike maps and says his dream map would 
include “real-time traffic updates, bike- 
path inclusion, live weather reports, mile- 
age calculators,” which aren’t far off from 
currently available.

The long cold winter over last, and great ride begins with 
getting your bike ready for the season. you are 3-season 
rider, chances are you simply parked for the winter. For those 
who rode through the snow, slush, and grit, you have even 
more “deferred maintenance” to perform. 

Modern bikes use sealed bearing mechanisms most 
components, most fair-weather road riders can wait 
several years before needing to overhaul their hubs, cranks, 
and headsets. Hardcore mountain bikers, road racers, and 
wear things out faster and need more 
maintenance. Whatever your type riding, order check 
out your bike, first you have clean it. 

With soap, water, and scrub brush, wash and rinse your 
bike. thorough, that way you'll able inspect your bike 
you clean it. Pro team mechanics this every day, once 
year truly minimal. Even you stop here and bring your bike 
shop, have easier time evaluating what needs. 

The most basic maintenance keeping the chain 
lubricated and the tires properly inflated. Don't start getting 
aerosol can lube and blasting away. You first have 
clean the chain before applying lube. Modern lubricants stick 
bare metal excellently, but stick poorly dirty surfaces 
get good solvent. Scrub the chain the bike with cleaning 
device remove the chain and soak solvent bath. But 
links measure more than and 1/8 inches, then time 
get a new chain (and cassette, since they wear together). Expect 
between three and five thousand miles for these, depending 
their quality and your maintenance habits. 

Most people assume that the maximum inflation marked 
on the tire sidewalls is what they should inflate to. Road riders 
think their tires will roll faster this way, but tire performance 
also includes cornering grip and ride comfort. Unless you fall 
the Clydesdale class, maximum tire pressure too high; 
most pros run their tires in the 100-110 psi range. Time trial/ 
triathlon use on smooth courses changes the rules because 

these cases speed trumps comfort and handling, pump 
tires the maximum. Proper mountain bike tire inflation 
depends so much on bike type, trail conditions, etc., that you 
should ask the experts your favorite bike shop. 

Going beyond this simple maintenance requires 
expertise and specialized tools. That's why every bike shop
